The editor of the Wellsboro Agitator lias 


summed up the Quay question iu such ail 
able manner, and as hib views are iu strict 
harmony with our own upon the subject, we 
present iu full tho argument used by our 
esteemed northern tier contemporary, to sub- 
staiitmle Ihe claims of Matthew S. Quay for 
a scat in the Semite. The Agitator says : 


The constitution of Ihe Senate of the Unit- 


ed Stales was one of the greiit couipiotaibcs 
of the Convention that framed the organic 
law. 
It wag a concession lo the smaller 


States whose delegates feared that the great- 
er Stales with their representation ou the 
basis of population in the House, would 
practically swallow up tho smaller. Slates. It 
wus to secure the co-operation of the protest- 
ing delegates in tho Convention as well as 
the ratification of the completed instrument 
by the people of those Stales, thai each State 
was given ctiual representation iu the Sen- 
ate. The constitution therefore provides thut 
no Stnle shall be deprived of its equal rep- 
resentation in that body. 


It is for this reason that in case of a vncan- 


cy the Goveinors ot such Status liuve been 
authomed 10 appoint n person to (ill the va- 
cancy. Vacancies may occur in several ways: 
By the death or resignation of the Senator, 
by the expiration of the term for which tho 
Senator was elected ; and by the neglect or 
failure ol the Legislature to elect a successor. 
At uoou on the'lib of Maich, 1899, there 
was a vacancy in Pennsylvania's representa^ 
tion in Hie National Senate. 
This vacancy 


wus caused by the expiration of the term fo 
which Mr. M. S. Quay was plecled. The 
Legislature, being in session, had nominated 
two candidates to fill the vacancy, one rep- 
resenting the Republicans and one represent- 
ing tht Democrats. 
A faction of the Repub- 


lican patty refused to enter the caucus that 
seleclO'1 Mr. Quay. The members of this fac- 
tion refused to vote for cither of the caucus 
norniiu'cs, and holding Ihe balance of power, 
these 
Republican opponents of Mr. Quay 


wcie able to withhold a majority vote of the 
whole convention fiom that gentleman—a 
majoiily being necessary to elect—to theond 
of the session. 


Theie was then, at (he end of the Legisla- 


tive sp^sion, a vacancy in the Pennsylvania 
delegation in the National Senate. 
The Gov- 


ernor thereupon exercised his undeniable 
piciogiitive, and appointed a person to fill 
that vacancy. 
He had to provide against 


tlie contingency of an extraordinary session 
of Congress, which was, under the circum- 
stance.1, clearly possible, and perhaps proba- 
ble. 
It was his duty to provide for such a 


contingency, and he simply performed his 
official duly. As a large innjoiUy of tho 
Legislature, or of the Republicans iu that 
body, lind persistently declared their pref- 
erence for Mr. Quay, the Governor, being a 
Republican, appointed that gentleman. That 
«as hi^ prerogative. 
The Senate will un- 


doubtedly honor tho Governor's commission 
and sent Mr. Qua}'. 


Under the Constitution of the United 


Slates and the laws 110 Stale cau be lawlully 
deprived of its equal representation iu tlie 
Senate 
Tlie organic law specifically pro- 


vides that vacancies arising "by resignation 
or otherwise" during the recess of the Legis- 
lature, the Governor may appoint a Senator 
to fill such vacancy. A vacancy existed when 
the Legislature adjourned, and the vacancy 
nros" out of factional oppositon to the will of 
a innjoi ily of Republicans. 
It does not mat- 


ter how the vacancy arises, nor by whom the 
Slate is deprived of its equal'represeutalion, 
the Governor is clearly authorized to fill the 
vacancy. 
He has filled the vacancy and his 


prerogative will be recognized by the Senate. 


JosepTi Sibley, the erstwhile silver cham- 


pion, has renounced his failb, and like a 
true man, upou discovery that he was wrong 
in his conclusions, steps up and acknowl- 
edges his error. 
Such actions as Sibley's 


are rare, and therefore refreshing. 
The 


Congressman from Northwestern Pennsylva- 
nia now declares that tree silver is a falla- 
cy, and that expansion is the true trend of 
ilie nation.

QUAKER CITV REFORMS. . 


MATOB ASHBBII)OB STARTS IN TO ENFORCE TH 


BAIillATll OBSERVANCE LAWS—HOW TIUXQ 
HAVE CHANQBD. 


(Special Correspondence.) 


Philadelphia, Dec. 12.—Having got' 


ten throivsh with 
entertaining 
th< 


guests of the National Export exposi- 
tion the Quaker City authorities »re 
developing symptoms of reform pro- 
clivities. Rigid regulations about tha 
enforcement of the Sabbath laws wen' 
Into effect last Sunday for the firs 
time, and the director of public safety 
has been for the last week stirring up 
the police about lack of discipline and 
the failure to keep the streets free 
from Improper characters, who make 
a practice of accosting passers by, par- 
ticularly strangers. 


During the progress of the exposl 


tion, which, by the way, was a great 
success, "everything went" In town 
and blase New Yorkers found all they 
could do to keep up with the game 
The exposition brought visitora from 
all parts of the country and many from 
abroad, and every species of entertain- 
ment such as is afforded In continental 
cities was afforded. 


RACY MIDWAY SCENES. 


The scenes of the Midway were quite 


as snappy as anything attempted ai 
the World's fair, and it was not untl 
the closing week that various organiza- 
tions of church working women awak 
ened to what was going on in their 
very midst. 
Resolutions of protest 


against improper exhibitions then piled 
In upon the management, but the side 
show men had reaped their harvest 
and the merry couche-couche wrigglec 
out shekels from the visitors' pockets 
until the gates were finally closed and 
the exposition became a thing of the 
past. 


Now cornea the retribution. 
Philadelphia Is being treated to 


reform wave. 


Pronunciamentos against all things 


evil are almost dally emanating from 
the city hall. Mayor Ashbridge and 
hie director of public safety, Mr. Eng- 
lish, are keeping the police on the go 
suppressing things which have been 
•winked at, but which now must be 
suppressed. Street walkers have been 
practically driven from the heart of the 
town, and down among the children of 
the ghetto, where meat and provision 
stores were wide open and doing 
rushing business all day long every 
Sunday they are now closed tight as a 
drum upon the Sabbath. Cigar deal- 
ers were at first afraid they would 
come under the official ban and have to 
discontinue the sale of the weed and 
the big Sunday papers, but up to date 
they have not been disturbed. 
There 


Is no telling what will happen later on, 
however, If the cruaade for the strict 
observance of the Sabbath continues. 


The mayor has assured the commit- 


tees of the Law and Order and other 
societies that he neslres to enforce 
all the laws, and yet he does not wish 
to deprive the people of privileges 
which many believe they should enjoy. 
He has certainly started out with evi- 
dence of a determined purpose to rigid- 
ly enforce the law. 


MAY GO TOO FAR. 


Many of the men active In public 


life fear that If the idea shall 
get 


abroad that Philadelphia is to be gov- 
erned by what are known as the "blue 
laws" it will hurt the city from a busi- 
ness standpoint. There is an agitation 
on at present to get the Republican na- 
tional convention held here next year. 
A fund of nearly $100,000 has been sub- 
scribed for the expenses of the Repub- 
lican national committee and the en- 
tertainment of the delegates, should 
this city be selected as the meeting 
place for the convention. 
Arrange- 


ments have been made to transform 
the Auditorium of the Export exposi- 
tion Into a great convention hall. 
Should Philadelphia be chosen this 
will be the first Republican national 
convention held in this city for 18 
years. General Grant was nominated 
lor a second term In the Quaker City. 
President McKinley has on many oc- 
casions shown his appreciation of the 
cordial receptions he has gotten In this 
city, and on that account many be- 
lieve that he may favor Philadelphia. 
Some of the party leaders, in view of 
the fact that the Democratic national 
convention Is likely to be held in Kan- 
sas City, feel that the Republicans 
should also take a western city, and 
for that reason they favor Chicago or 
Denver. The issue will be settled at 
a meeting of the national committee 
which will be held In Washington this 
week. 


There have been few happenings In 


local politic* of importance during tha 
last week outside of the meeting ol ths 
•Republican city committee, which fixed 
Jan. 9 as the date for the primary elec- 
tions, and seated Magistrate Moore In 
place ol John Dunn as the committee- 
man from the Fourth ward. This la a 
victory for Israel W. Durham over 
David 
Martin. When 
Martin 
had 


Mayor Warwick at his back he ousted 
Durham's friend from this ward and 
put in one of his own followers. This 
waa done regardless of the fact that 
the voters of the ward were with Dur- 
fcanv. Now, Martin's power on the 
wane, the voters took the matter in 
their own hands and recalled Dunn 
tind elected Moore to his old place. 


A QUAY VICTORY. 


At the coming primaries delegates 


will be elected to conventions which 
will name delegates to the national and 
state conventions and to local conven- 
tions which will nominate candidates 
for magistrates, councilmen, school di- 
rectors and constables. 
Ward com-

:axes, Mr. (iress says he surrendered him- 
self at once aud then paid the taxes under 
protest. 


He asserli that even while he was in the 


army, encamped at Sea Girt, N. J., wilh the 
Fourth New Jersey, he received delinquent 


notices, and has been greatly annoyed 


by them ever siuco, notwithstanding the 
fact thnt he informed the Bristol authorities 
that he had changed his residence to Phila- 
delphia. The action of the authorities of 
that borough Mr. Gress regards as an un- 
warranted persecution, aud he insists on 
getting redress.

CAREER OF THE MAN WHO INVENTED 


THE SMOOTH TRICK. 


He Imposed on Mnny Men of High 


Ntundluit In 11«« Null on, Made a 
Jlarrcl of Money \Vlth nix Swin- 
dling; Game and Died a. I'aiiper. 
Lew Houek was the Inventor of the 


notorious three card inoutu trick and 
nlx.nit the cleverest card sharp In tliu 
world, llouclc wns well known lu Kau- 
BUH City, where he operated on uud 
off for 20 years, making the city a 
sort of way station ou his trips east 
ami west. 


The last time Ilouck was here he line! 


just returned from a European trip, 
lie produced papers and letters to 
show that while he was In London he 
was feted and dined by some of tho 
uiu>er crust of English society. lie 
liml pasted there as a wealthy and 
traveled American. 
Jle hud letters, 


too, from Secretary Olney, Secretary 
Carlisle and other leaders of the Amer- 
ican political world which recommend- 
ed him lu the highest terms not ouly 
to 
the 
American 
representatives 


abroad, but to any friends of the writ 
CTN who might meet him. And tliuse 
letters were genuine. Their authentici- 
ty could not be doubted. Ilouck had 
a way of getting entrance into the ex- 
clusive clubs of Washington! Philadel- 
phia, New York and other cities, and 
in hla role of "gentleman of leisure" he- 
had so imposed ou men of high stand- 
lug lu the nation 1hat they thought 
him nil he represented himself to be 
and gave him the letters of Introduc- 
tion that helped him to fleece the aris- 
tocracy of Europe, 


Houck invented the three card monte 


game before he became of age. This Is 
a trick with cards that has dewed 
m<ire people out of money than any 
other game ever practiced. The trick 
Is played with three aces, two black 
OIK s and one red. It Is always played 
•with a confederate to help, or "stall," 
for the game. The operator takos the 
three cards between his fingers, ^how- 
Ing them to the victim, and then shuf- 
fles them about and drops them face 
down upon the table, offering to bet 
any amount of money that no one can 
pick out the red ace. 


At this point tho operator turns his 


head a moment to spit or to speak to 
sotno one in the crowd behind him, 
nnd In that moment the confederate 
picks up the red ace card, shows It to 
the victim, "crimps" the corner of the 
card and slyly lays It down again, ap- 
parently all unseen by the operator. 
The operator again shuflles the three 
cards and throws them upon the table 
face down. There lies tho card with 
Its crimped corner. The victim sup- 
poses, of course, that It Is the red ace 
and bets nnd picks It up to iiud that It 
Is a black one, and he has lost his 
money. 


'J'he operator, when he picked up nnd 


EhufHcd the cards carelessly the sec- 
ond time, with a deft movement of his 
fingers removed the crimp in the red 
ace card nnd put a similar crimp in a 
black ace card. That was all there 
•was to the trick. Houck worked It for 
years In hotels, on billiard tables, at 
fairs and circuses and on railroad 
trains and steamboats. He taught the 
trick to Canada Bill, a noted gambler, 
and the two worked together over all 
the country. They paid thousands up- 
on thousands of dollars to railroad men 
In the old days for the privilege of 
•working the game on trains, and they 
made money. 


Later, when nearly every state In the 


TJnlon passed laws aimed directly 
against the working of the three card 
monte game, It became unprofitable 
and was given up by Ilouck. But about 
that time an Ingenious English cockney 
Invented the "three shell" game, which 
.•was even more productive than three 
card monte, and Ilouck took It up. The 
three shell game Is a modern Improve- 
ment on the ancient thimblerlgglng 
game that was worked at English fairs 
for many years. The old way was for 
the operator to crook his knee over the 
bead of a cane that stood upright on 
the ground nnd move a small seed 
around between three thimbles on top 
of his leg, offering to bet that no one 
could pick the thimble uuder which 
the seed was hidden. 


The lesson taught by the lives and 


deaths of Ilouck nnd Canada Bill and 
all the rest of their kind is that It never 
pays to be dishonest or to live by cue's 
•wits. These men may get great sums 
of money by sharp practices in the 
course of a lifetime, but they nil die 
poor, and most of them die in prison. 
Canada Bill, who worked with Ilouck 
on trains out of Kansas City and 
made probably $1,000,000 In his life, 
died a pauper In the nlmshouse in 
Lebanon, Pa., and Is buried in a pau- 
per's grave. Ilouck dropped dead on 
the street In Durango, Mexico, and his 
•widow In Ohio had to solicit aid to get 
his body home to give It decent burial.

~ LEARNING TO SMILE. 


One of the Hardest Thing" For tbe 


Gyiuunst to Do. 


"The thing I found hardest to learn 


in my business was to smile," said a 
professional gymnast who did a very 
clever specialty recently at one of the 
local theaters. "I started out In acro- 
batic work when I was only 15 years 
old as one of a 'family' of five. My 
Instructor was Charles McDonald, an 
old time circus performer and one of 
the best of his day. While he was put- 
ting me through my paces he was 
continually" yelling: 'Look pleasant! 
Look pleasant!' And my main trouble 
for years was In following that same 
order. 


"So matter how hard I tried I would 


forget myself, and when I was doing 
an extra hard 'turn' 1 was certain to 
make horrible fnces, screw up my eyes 
and grit my teeth. • It took all the ef- 
fect out of my act and must have 
seemed very funny to the people in 
the audience. Often, after performing 
Boine difficult feat, I have been morti- 
fied to hear a roar of laughter, and at 
last I determined to either learn how 
to smile or quit the business. I got 
the knack at last, and now It has be- 
come a sort of second nature. 


"The point Is a great deal more Im- 


portant than one would suppose. 1 
know an equilibrist, for instance, who 
Is very popular on the vaudeville cir- 
cuit, not so much on account of the 
difficulty of his act as the smiling ease 
with which it is apparently done. You 
would never. suppose from his face 
that "he was making any special exer- 
tion, and that if Itself gives remarka- 
ble grace and finish to his work. 


"I am not the only one In tbe busi- 


ness, however, who has found It bard 
to smile at the right time. Almost ev- 
ery ballet dancer, eccentric character 
dancer and skirt dancer has had trou- 
ble OD the same score. Most of them 
finally acquire a horrible flxed grimace 
that Is supposed to be a smile, but has 
no more suggestion of merriment than 
a brick wall. It Is produced by cult I- 
!fttjD£_a certalfi. fi£l °i muscles, and 


made to appear and disappear on the 
principle of pulling a string."—New Or- 
leans Times-Democrat.

How Sonic Mother* Take All tbe 


Spirit Out of Them.

In England the coster's "yuss," but one 
hears even educated Americans now 
nnd then usiug "yep" or some other 
corruption of "yes," scarcely to be In- 
dicated by the ordinary alphabetical 
symbols. It seems to me a pity. 


Educated Americans, too, will often 


say "iomewheres" and "a long ways." 
I hnvo little doubt that this "s" has a 
grammatical history of Its own. Prob- 
ably It Is an old cnse ending, just as 
"he goes out nights," on which Mr. 
Andrew Lung is so severe, Is a sur- 
vival of the "o'uigl ts" which Shakes- 
peare puts In tbe mouth of Julius Cce 
sar ("Sleek headed men and such as 
sleep o'nlghtfi"). 


At 1lie same time, as "somewheres" 


has become irremediably a vulgarism 
In England, It would, I think, be a 
graceful concession on the part of ed- 
ucated Aruei leans to drop the "s." 
After all, "somewhere" does not jar 
In America, aud "somewheres" very 
distinctly jars In England.
